Trees Removed 


Approximately four thousand wal- 


nut trees are being removed from 
two hundred acres of local -grove- 
land between Covina and Puente as 
a result of seriousness of the die- 
back affliction, low prices for nuts, 
and the coming on of an extensive 
areas of new acreage in the vicinity 
which will greatly increase the sup- 
ply. 


Many of the, trees being cut are 


over .twenty-five years old and have 
begun to rot beneath the outer bark, 
it is said. Altho twenty-five years 
is hot the limit' of the walnut tree's 
life, many .were so seriously dam- 
aged-by the'die-back that produc-' 
tion was more or less permanently 
stunted;' In these cases it is the in- 
tention of the* land owner to plant 
young orange trees in this space. 


Close grading at the packing 


houses and lower prices for walnuts 
this year discouraged growers to the 
extent that many plan* to take out 
their walnut trees and replace with 
oranges, which have proven so suc-

Annual Meet 


The annual meeting of the Covina 


Orange Growers' association for the 
season 1929-30 was held at the pack- 
ing house on the Southern Pacific 
tracks on Saturday morning, with a 
large attendance of satisfied shippers 
present. 


The report issued by its secretary, 


C. E. Crawford, was one of the most 
exhaustive in its character that has 
been furnished the growers of this 
association. It showed that for the 
present year the net returns have 
been $467,405.40, that the average 
net price per packed box, all varie- 
ties, had only been exceeded by one 
year in the past 24.

Edison Company 
to Spend $171,000 
in Covina District 


The Southern California Edison 


Company, Ltd., will spend $171,000 
for new construction and electric 
distribution service expansion and 
betterments in the Covina district 
during 1931, according to the an- 
nouncement here yesterday of R. C, 
Hanna, district manager. Payroll 
funds totaling $85,000 also will be 
distributed in this district during the 
twelve months. 


New industrial, agricultural and 


domestic business amounting to 350,- 
000 horsepower is anticipated by the 
Edison company for next year, from 
present consumers as well as the 
27,000 new consumers who are ex- 
pected to apply for service in 1931. 
The extensions and reinforcements 
to be made in the Covina district are 
planned to care for the district's 
share of this new load. 


The program of new work to be 


done in this district, in addition to 
general distribution system rein- 
forcements and the extension of 
service facilities to both old and new 
consumers, includes improvements of 
facilities at the Covina, Dalton and 
Puente substations. Approximately 
6000 horsepower of new service ca- 
pacity will be added in the district's 
substations during the new year, 
continuing the expansion that has 
been under way continuously for a 
long period. 


The Covina district includes Bald- 


win Park, Glendora, Puente, Azusa, 
West Covina, and Bassett, each com- 
munity being closely tied hi all 
other sections of the system aiMt~aU 


A construction budget of more 


than $28,000,000, one of the largest 
in its history, has been adopted by 
the Edison company for 1931, Mr. 
Hanna said. More than $25,200,000 
will be used for new construction 
and the balance for reinforcements 
and ordinary maintenance. Exten- 
sion and improvement of the elec- 
trical distribution system calls for 
the expenditure of $15,270,000. Pro- 
vision also is made in the budget for 
$8,620,000 for the installation of an- 
other 135,000 horsepower generating 
unit in the company's Long Beach 
steam station, together with provis- 
ions for fuel supply facilities. The 
benefits of this increased generating 
'capacity will apply in the Covina 
district as in all other districts of 
the Edison system in southern and 
central California. 


Plans for Edison company expen- 


ditures during 1931, which will aver- 
age two and one-third millions dol- 
lars a month, are predicted upon the 
belief of officers of the company hi 
the early resumption of normal ac- 
tivities thruout the company's ter- 
ritory, Mr. Hanna said, and the Co- 
vina district will contribute mater- 
ially to this general, advance and 
will share substantially in the bene- 
fits of this increased activity.

Diagnose Brown 


Rot in Covina 


Meeting in Covina yesterday af- 


ternoon to investigate the cause of 
brown rot on the J. C. Pearson 
ranch, Merced street, Dr. C. O. pa- 
thologist, Dr. W. T. Horn, entomolo- 
gist, W. B. Hooper, state extension 
specialist, M. H. Kimball, assistant 
farm advisor of Los Angeles coun- 
ty, and O. L. Braucher, walnut field 
man of the citrus experiment sta- 
tion, came to the conclusion after 
examination of the trees that it was 
traceable to the old cause—too much 
water around the roots. 


Water should be kept away from 


the trunks of walnut trees that are 
budded on black root, Kimball said. 
The area around the crown should 
be kept practically dry. 


It is well to dig around the tree 


in order to expose the top part of 
the crown, he advised. Here is 
where the disease, if any exhists, 
is evident; and where it is found the 
crown should be opened up com- 
pletely to allow it to dry. 


The hole around the exposed 


roots should be protected from wet- 
ting by irrigation water. And it is 
also sometimes necessary to protect 
the roots from sunburn by use o£ 
burlapsacks, leaves or a thin layer 
of dirt over the roots.

Postmaster Gives 


Information for 


Christmas Mail 


Postmaster Nye has prepared the 


following information for those using 
the mails at Christmastime: 


Greeting cards: Those placed in 


sealed envelopes require 2 cents 
postage. Tie cards intended for local 
delivery in packets of convenient 
size, placing a slip on each packet 
marked "for local delivery." They 
will be held at the office and distri- 
buted a few days before Christmas. 
Bring them in early. 


Christmas seals: Do not put seals 


on' the address side of letters or 
cards. Do not put seals of any kind 
over the strings or over the paper 
flaps of parcels. 


Fragile articles: All fragile arti- 


cles should be packed with excelsior. 
Shredded paper is not sufficient. 
Better not send glassware or china 
by mail at this season, of the year. 
We must refuse to accept parcels not 
properly wrapped and'packed. 
| 


Letters in parcels: Written matter 


in the nature of personal correspon- ' 
dence cannot be enclosed in parcels,' 
but may be enclosed hi an envelope 
properly stamped and the envelope' 
attached by glue to the parcel. Ad- } 
dress the parcel just as you do the ! 
letter, with a return address in the 
upper lefthand corner. 


Address on one side only. During 


the holiday season the volume of j 
mail increases approximately 200 per 
cent. It is a physical impossibility to 
handle this great-mass of mail mat- 
ter efficiently and promptly within 
a'few days.

Sessions Begin 
Next Wednesday 


The benefits of farm relief, the in- 


tracacies in marketing of California 
crops, proposed changes in the fruit 
and vegetable standardization law, 
plant quarantine matters, as well as 
other fundamental activities in agri- 
culture will be discussed by national 
and state leaders when the sixty- 
third fruit growers' and farmers' 
conventon is held in Los Angeles, at

The basic problem of agriculture 


is the depression of prices by sur- 
pluses, according to C. C. Teague, 
the west's member on the federal 
farm board. Therefore any stabiliza- 
tion program must be handled in 
such a way as not unduly to increase 
the value of the product so as to 
bring on an added production—to 
depress prices still further. 


After a year and four months' or- 


ganization, since first going into 
action in August, 1929, when Ameri- 
can business seemed to be sitting on 
top of the world, Teague comes to 
the conclusion that agriculture must 
adjust its production to demand. 
This is a painful process in some 
degree and anything that can bring 
it about without resort to extreme 
low price levels and the operation 
of the law of survival of the fittest 
will be helpful. Co-operative organ- 
izations, in which farmers are more 
apt to be responsive to suggestions 
from their leaders as to sound pro- 
duction programs, here again offer 
•the greatest hope, he believes. 


When the agricultural marketing 


act was passed there were many 
who expected immediate and out- 
standing results from the legislation. 
Some seemed to think that in some 
miraculous sort of way the setting 
up of a governmental agency was 
going to solve the whole problem. 


The most important work of the 


board has been its encouraging and 
strengthening of the farmers' own 
marketing organizations, Teague de- 
clares. When farm commodities are 
supported by such organizations 
they do not suffer from economic 
upsets any more than commodities 
in the industrial field. 


During the recent depression there 


have been a few outstanding exam- 
ples of agricultural commodities that 
were organized co-operatively to 
such an extent that they were able 
to resist the depression and mer- 
handise their products much as 
hey were formerly merchandised, 
lie citrus industry of California is 
one of these. Nearly a normal vol- 
ume o£ citrua fruit has been handle* 
at excellent prices by reason of the 
horo organization of the California 


jit Growers' Exchange, control- 


ing about seventy-five per cent of 
he industry. 


Another is the California walnuf 


ndustry, which has not suffered by 
he depression. One would think 
hat walnuts would be as greatly 
ffected by decreased demand as any 
ther agricultural product, because 
.hey cannot be classed as an abso- 
ute necessity. Notwithstanding this, 
fie California Walnut Growers' as- 
ociation, which controls ninety per 
ent of the walnuts produced in the 
United States, sold the 1929 crop, 
he second largest crop in the his- 
ory of the industry, at firm prices 
hruout the year. 
The dairy industry of the country 


s another illustration. Prior to the 
jassage of the agricultural market- 
ng act, in June, 1929, there were 
bout 2400 co-operative dairy asso- 
iations in the United States. Ap-

>e considered were the important 
ones of wheat and cotton. In wheat

armer-<SJSlrolled co-operative mar- 
ceting associations for grain; that 
hese were organized into four sep- 
arate groups, working without co- 
ordination of effort. Meetings were 
therefore called with the view of. 
suggesting the organization of a na-"; 
ional sales program, the final result 
of which was the organization of the 
Farmers' National Grain corpora- 
ion, with headquarters at Chicago. 
This organization now has twenty- 
ive separate 
units, representing 


more than 250,000 grain producer*.' 
With the financial support that ban 
seen given by the farm board, the 
membership is rapidly increasing. 


Practically the same condition ex- 


isted in short staple cotton. The 
aoard has been instrumental in as- 
sisting in the organization of the 
American Cotton Co-operative as-; 
sociation, with a thirty-nullion-dol- 
lar authorized capital, headquarters 
in New Orleans. 


In the same way the National 


Wool Marketing corporation 
was 


created and the National Livestock 
Marketing association; and at pres- 
ent national committees represent- 
ing the potato growers and the ap- 
ple growers of the United States 
have been created to assist and ad- 
vise the bowPd-on-tt»SBp«pa««o n,.^ 
ganization of those industries. 


The farm board has always been 


willing and ready to assist co-opera- 
tives everywhere in the building of 
nationally unified, not competitive, 
organizations; and in forwarding this 
program has made loans to co-oper- 
atives 'aggregating $274,000,000, of 
which approximately $100,000,000 has 
been repaid. 


Much of the opposition to the ac- 


tivities of the national farm board, 
says Teague, has come from the in- 
terests that either feel or fear that 
their business is being interfered 
with. Nothing can be accomplished 
for the farmer without some inter- 
ference with existing agencies. There 
has never been any progress in the 
world that did not require some re- 
adjustment to meet changing condi- 
tions.

M. 0. D. Returns 
Over Half Million 


to Its Growers 


Selling citrus fruits from more 


California acreage and with a larger 
membership than ever before in its 
history were two of the points brot 
out in an annual statement made by 
C. P. Early, general manager of the 
Mutual Orange Distributors, recent- 
ly. 


Despite a generally small crop, the 


organization returned over- a half 
million dollars more money this year 
than in the next previous season. 


A net gain of 2774 acres was re- 


ported during the year, all in Cali- 
fornia, and the association is now 
handling more than 5000 greater 
acreage than in 1928-29. Not only 
has the increase been due to indiv- 
idual growth of various associations, 
but the M. O. D. has also acquired 
three new associations in the last 
year, the Upland Mutual Groves, 
Riverside Citrus association, and the 
Whittier Orange and Lemon associa- 
tion. 


Cost of the entire service of the 


organization is given as 14.3 cents 
the packed box, for the year. This 
includes the upkeep for the sales 
department, legal, advertising, sup- 
ply, field, service, and all other 
branches. Refunds over the cost of 
doing business totaled $60,647, Early 
reported. 


With a California orange crop for 


the coming season estimated at only 
slightly smaller than the record of 
1928-29, growers in this state will 
have to put forth every effort for 
organized distribution to keep the 
price from dropping to a low level. 
Florida citrus estimates are now 
given as more than 23,500,000 boxes 
for 1930-31, and within five years 
Florida could produce around 40,- 
000,000 boxes, under favorable wea- 
ther conditions, from trees already 
planted. 


The greatest lesson that California 


growers can derive from the Florida 
situation is the fundamental value 
of co-operation and control. We 
must put up a good pack and grade 
our fruit properly so as to eliminate 
decay, says Early. California grow- 
ers must realize that there is real 
competition from Florida and only 
by these means can we hold our 
position in all markets. 


Employment of 


Local Men Made 


by Gas Concern 


Men with-families—and local men, 


above all others—are given prefer- 
ence in the matter of employment 
with the Southern Counties Gas 
«6mpany, according to an announce- 
ment today by District Manager C, 
G. Spencer. 


"Our company is going even fur- 


ther in its policy to do everything 
possible to meet the present unem- 
ployment situation," said Spencer 
"In the laying of new mains or other 
pipe-line facilities we have discon- 
tinued the use of ditching machines 
and are using only hand labor 
Ditching machines might enable us 
to do the work at somewhat less 
expense, but this would mean fewer 
men on the payroll. At this time 
when unemployment is of grea; 
economic concern in every commun- 
ity, it seems to us more important 
to keep as many men at work as 
possible rather than to save a few 
dollars in the construction cost o: 
digging a ditch. 


"We know, of course, that the de- 


pression is only temporary. Indeet 
there are many indications now tha

There may be 
occasions when the need for skillec 
labor will make it necessary for us 
to employ so-called "outside" help 
but even then we make certain tha 
there are no local candidates for 
work who have the needed qualifia- 
cations for the job."

DATES 


Dates are good eating just as they 


come from their package. They are 
equally good made into all sorts oi 
desserts. And they may also be used 
for salads. 


In salads, dates combine specially 


well with cream cheese. The cheese 
may be put into the core cavities 
and three or four dates stuffed thus 
may be laid on lettuce leaves, to be 
served with mayonnaise or French 
dressing. 


Dates may also be combined with 


other fruits in salads—with orange 
and grapefruit and apple. 


Here are some good recipes for 


various dainties making use of dates: 


DATE PIE 


In the morning wash a pound ol 


dates and let soak for five or six 
hours in cold' water. Stew in the 
water they have been soaked in anc 
when soft rub thru a sieve. Add a 
cup of fresh or sour cream, two 
tablespoons of butter, yolks of two 
eggs, a half teaspoon of cinnamon 
a half teaspoon of nutmeg, a dash o: 
salt. Bake on a crust and then adc 
a meringue made of the sweetenec 
egg whites and put back in the over 
to brown slightly. 


DATE WHIP 


Stew one cup of stoned and chop- 


ped dates in half a cup of boiling 
water until tender. Beat three egg 
whites stiff, and add one table- 
spoon of lemon juice and a third o 
a cup of sugar with half a teaspoon 
of salt. Beat again and then fold in 
the date pulp. Pour into a butterec 
baking dish and bake for half an 
hour till brown and puffy. 


DATE FILLING 


Stone two pounds of dates and cu 


into small pieces. Cook to a thicl 
paste with two cups each of suga: 
and water, a teaspoon of butter, anc 
one-fourth nutmeg, grated.

David Belasco, a San Francisco 


Jew who dressed like a Roman 
Catholic priest, was the father oi 
modern realistic drama. He tho 
that people on the stage ought to 
act and talk the way people do in 
real life, and that the settings anc 
furniture of the stage ought to make 
the scenes look like the sort of places 
they were supposed to represent. 


Belasco's work in drama began 


about the time Mr. Edison invented 
the incandescent electric light The 
electric light probably did as much 
as any other influence to change the 
drama from the old ranting panto- 
mime into what it is today. It enabl- 
ed the audience to see the actors 
clearly, and made facial expression 
and careful make-up more importan 
than they had been. 


Belasco was the first theatrical 


producer to realize the possibilities 
of'electric lighting on the stage am 
to shape his productions with the 
new lighting in mind. Today every- 
body in the theater business, includ 
ing the movie producers, follow the 
principles which Belasco developed
